6. (Original) The method of any one of Claims 1, 2, 4 or 5 further comprising 
administering to the patient a therapeutically effective amount of another anti-cancer 
agent or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt, hydrate, N-oxide or solvate thereof or a 
pharmaceutical composition comprising the other anti-cancer agent or a pharmaceutically 
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acceptable salt, hydrate, N-oxide or solvate thereof and a pharmaceutically acceptable 
diluent, excipient or adjuvant. 

7. (Original) The method of any one of Claims 1, 2, 4 or 5, wherein the cancer is breast 
cancer, renal cancer, brain cancer, colon cancer, colorectal cancer, prostrate cancer or 
lung cancer. 

8. (Currently amended) The method of any one of Claims 1, 2, 4 or 5, wherein the X- 
nitro compound is a nitrocarbon comprises two nitro groups . 

9. (Currently amended) The method of any one of Claims 1 , 2, 4 or 5, wherein the X- 
nitro compound is a nitroamin e comprises three or more nitro g rou ps . 

10. (Original) The method of any one of Claims 1, 2, 4 or 5, wherein the X-nitro

14. (Original) The method of Claim 2, wherein the patient is irradiated with photons, 
electrons or gamma rays. 
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15. (Currently amended) A method for treating hypoxic tumor cells with a reduced 
intrac e llular e nvironment comprising administering a patient in need of such treatment er 
prevention a therapeutically effective amount of a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising a X-nitro compound or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt, hydrate, N-oxide 
or solvate thereof and a pharmaceutically acceptable diluent, excipient or adjuvant* 
wherein said X-nitro compound comprises (i) a nitrocarbon. (ii) a nitroamine or (iii) a 
nitrocarbon and a nitroamine . 

16. (Currently amended) A method for treating hypoxic tumor cells with a r e duc e d
